1981, to unite the seed division 
here in Johnston. Marketing and 
production experts in charge of 
Pioneer's sales in Iowa, Minnesota, 
and the Dakotas had charge of 
the corn, wheat, soybeans, alfalfa, 
sorghum, and sila-bac advertising 
and distribution. The Central 
Building is truly an asset to 
Johnston because of its beauty 
and growth to the community. 



On Thursday, July 16, 1981, the 
Convalescent Home for Children 
was dedicated in Johnston. There 
were around 1,750 people invited 
to the dedication. 

The Convalescent Home is 
located in Green Meadows. It is a 
nonprofit, private institution for 
terminally ill or severely handi- 
capped children. It gives the 
children the medical attention that 
they cannot receive at home. 

The unique pentagon-shaped 
building contains sixty beds. Last 
year there was one child from the 
Convalescent Home going to 
Johnston High School, and they 
plan on having a few come later. 

Large companies have con- 
tributed thousands of dollars to 
the Convalescent Home. Also, 
The Sports Medicine Club of the 
College of Osteopathic Medicine 
and Surgery sponsored a ten 
kilometer race, Saturday, May 9, 
1981, in Green Meadows. The 
runners received a free T-shirt and 
a free dinner at Spaghetti Market. 

In the future they hope to add 
on two wings. The wings will 
house more children, a dental 
clinic, and a diabetes education 
center.

As new wave music was on the 
rise, planes were grounded 
because of the air traffic con- 
trollers' strike which began August 
3, 1981. They finally got tired of 
split-second life and death deci- 
sions so they went on strike. After 
massive fines, comtempt-of-court 
orders, and jailing of some of the 
leaders, the controllers held out 
against the government. Reagan 
told the air traffic controllers to 
work or be fired. He had hoped 
this would scare most of them 
back to work but over 12,000 
controllers remained on strike. 

The air traffic controllers broke 
the law prohibiting the striking of 
federal employees. The F A. A. 
gathered up a group of super- 
visors, non-strikers, and military 
controllers to control the air dur- 
ing the strike. The strikers claimed 
the system was unsafe. Should 
they have been fired? A Callup 
Poll said 57% agreed with Reagan 
and 29% were against him. Strikes 7 
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St. Paul's Cathedral in London 
was the site of the wedding of 
Charles Phillip Arthur George, 
Prince of Wales and Lady Diana 
Francis Spencer on July 29, 1981. 

They publicly announced their 
engagement in February. Since 
then, Lady Diana had been living 
in the Clarance House, where the 
Queen Mother lives. She had 
taught kindergarten for a few 
years. 

On the night before the wed- 
ding, Prince Charles held a stag 
party and a fireworks display. He 
lit one hundred and two bonfires 
at Hyde Park in London. At the 
stag party, Charles had 20 of his 
closest friends with him at 
White's, the oldest and most ex- 
clusive private club in London. 

On the wedding day, a proces- 
sion of horses and carriages began 
taking the Royal Family from Buck- 
ingham Palace to St. Paul's 
Cathedral, a two mile route down 
the Red Brick Mall, through Ad- 
miralty Arch, across Trafalgar 
Square, down Strand and Fleet 
Street, then it climbed Ludgate Hill 
to St. Paul's. 

The Queen left Buckingham 
Palace in the biggest carriage, ac- 
companied by Prince Philip. The 
Queen's procession included 
eight carriages in all. 

Prince Charles appeared next in 
a carriage built for his great great- 
grandfather. With him was Prince 
Andrew. 

Then the one everyone had 
been waiting for appeared next. 
Lady Diana rode to St Paul's in a 
seventy-one-year-old glass coach. 
Elizabeth Emanuel designed the 
wedding dress called "The Secret 
of the Century." She did not wear 
a veil as a tradition in the Royal 
Family. As she arrived at the 
Cathedral, twelve trumpets 
played "Trumpet Voluntary." 

In all, the wedding lasted seven- 
ty minutes. The Reverend Alan 
Webster began the ceremony 
and the Archbishop Runcie heard 
the wedding vows. At the place- 
ment of the ring, Lady Diana 
became the Princess of Wales.

On October 6, 1981, Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat was 
assassinated. Sadat was seated in a 
reviewing stand watching a military 
parade when at least six men dressed 
as soldiers leaped from a truck and 
ran toward the reviewing stand, fir- 
ing their rifles and hurling at least one 
grenade. The attackers were said to 
have shouted, "Glory to Egypt!'' and 
yelled "Agents and intruders!" at 
foreigners on the reviewing stand 
watching the parade. Witnesses said 
the reviewing stand was littered with 
bullet-riddled armchairs and that 
bloodied dignitaries were thrown in- 
to pandemonium by the attack. 
Soldiers wept, crying aloud, "The 
President! The President!" The army 
sources said all six attackers, including 
one lieutenant, were members of an 
artillery unit. They said two were 
killed and the others were ap- 
prehended. The official Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) said five 
others were killed, and thirty-eight 
were injured, including four 
Americans. An official medical 
bulletin issued by MENA said Sadat 
arrived at Maadi Military hospital in a 
coma for about twenty minutes and 
with several wounds. It said that 
"urgent treatment," including heart 
massage and blood transfusions, 
failed and that Sadat died at 2:40 
P.M. October 6. (7:40 A M. October 
7, Iowa time.)
